In this country the wifdom of former times (Vi- 
de Journal of the Houfe of Commons, Vol. 18. p. 
178) fuggefted, that the moft effectual means to fe- 
cure the-copper coin from being counterfeited was, 
that the denominative value of the copper coin fhould 
bear as near a proportion as poflible to the intrinfic 
value of the metal of which the copper coin . was 
formed. Lord Hale makes a query, whether coun- 
terfeiting copper coin be not treafon, within the {ta- 
tute of asth Edw. III. 

The Rafiian 3 copper piece is nearly the weight 
of fix Englith halfpence, yet its. current value is on- 
ly 1 peony 34-56ths flerling. The Swedifh money 
is a kind of copper ‘cut in fquare pieces or plates, 
weighing 5 pounds and an half, {taped at the four 
corners with the Swedith arms, and current in Swe- 
den for a rixdollar or 4s. 8d. flerling. ‘The Swe- 
dith copper dolla is equal to 6d. 1-gth fterling. 

The nominal and intriofic value of the copper 
coin of Sweden being nearly alike, it is a great ar- 
ticle of commerce of that nation, 

A coinage of feven thilling pieces in gold, and 
filver three-pences,’ would be attended with great 
convenience, as it would make a lefs quantity of 
filver and halfpence fuffice than is now in circula- 
tion.

COURT or EXCHEQUER. 
The Burcesses of Dunuakton againft their 
Macisrrates. 

The very important agtion on which the Barons 

fterday proceeded to give judgment, and of which 
we have had frequerit occafion te take notice, was 
founded by the Burgefles of Dunbarton on the (ta- 
tutes 1535- ¢- 26. & 0693. c. 28. in confequence of 
which an anoual precept was iffued from Exchequer, 
down to the preteot day, requiring the Magiltrarés 
of Royal Burghs to produce their accounts in that 
Court. The argument in defence of the Magiltrates 
was, Wf, That the laws founded on by the profecu- 
rors were in defuetude. 2d/y, That by the at con- 
ftituting the prefent Court of Exchequer after the 
"Union, no jurifdi@ion was given them in relation to 
the accounts of Burghs. 

Mr Baron Steuart- Moncrieff compared and ex- 
amined, in a very accurate manner, thesvarious acts 
of Parliament which had been paffed, prior as well 
as pofterior to thofe founded on by the profecutors, 
refpecting the power of the Court of Exchequer to 
examine and audite the accounts of the Royal 
Burghs, and was decidedly of opinion, that the ac 
#535, which was acknowledged on all hands to velt 
that jurifdi@tion in the Court, but which had been 
contended was gone into defuctude, was ftill in full 
force; anid therefore, that the Court ought to find 
themfelves competent judges of the matter now at 
iffue. 
Mr Baron Gordon was of a contrary opinion.— 
He regretted very much, that the action did not lie 
before that Conrt ; becaufe, from all accounts, the 
common good of the Royal Burghs of Scotland in 
general had been fhamefully mifmanaged.

Bailies from different burghs, would hear or redrefs 
the grievances of Burgefles, complaining of the di- 
Japidatiun of funds belonging to a particular burgh, 
whien they mult be confcious to themfelvés of being 
guilty of the fame crime of which their brethren in 
iniquity were accufed. It would be perfectly fimilar 
to the cafe that had been {tated in the pleading by 
his learned and ingenious friend the Dean.of Fa- 
culty. It was fuppofing that the Legiflature would 
be fo abfurd as to pafs a law for punifhing bribery 
in. gaugers, and at the fame time enact, that the 
judges who were to try the bribery fhould be the 
whole gaugers in Scotland. Sir John was entirely 


': of opinion’ with Mr Baron Stewart, that the acts 


founded upon were (till in force, and that the Court 
of Exchequer were competent to try the matter now 
at iffue. 

Mr Baron Norton coincided in opinion with Mr 
Baron Gordon. He was clear, that by the law of 
Scotland, the a&t 1535 was in defuetude ; though, 
had he been fitting as an Englith Judge, he would 
have been of very different fentiments; becaufe, by 
the law of England, no ftaiute is held to be in de- 
fuetude, however ancient, or however little put in, 
practice, unlefs it is repealed with the fame folemni+ 
ty, and by the fame power, with which it was at 
iit enaQed. The cafe, hawever, was different in 
refpect to the law of Scotland; and therefore, fic 
ting as a Seotch Judge, he was bound to give effect 
to the law of that country. He could not {peak 
with the fame conviétion his brethren had done as to 
the mifmanagement of the ‘revenues of the Roysi 
burghs, becaufe he had not-had the fame accefs of 
heing acqaainted with the matter ; but he agreed in 
Opinion with them, that it was highly neceflary they 
fhould be fybje& to controu!; though he was clear- 
ly of opinion, the Court of Exchequer, whatever 
might have been its ancient powe.s, was,. by its 
prefent conftitution, incompetent to the bufinefs, and 
had no authority to judge of the queftion now 
brought befuie thegn, |

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The Lord Chief Bar on, with his nfual accuracy | 


and precifion, delivered his ‘opinion, which was 
clearly againft the competency of the Court. to try 
the prefent qneftion. is Lordthip, at the fame 
time, regretted that this fhould be the cafe ; becaufe 
he was confcious that much dijapidation wis com- 
mitted by the Magiftrates of different RoyalBurghs, 
upon the common good under their, management. 
He entirely agreed with Sir John Dalrymple,: that 
the Convention of Royal Burghs were the very wort 
people that could. be entrufted with the power of 
controlling the accounts ‘of the different Batghs { 
and hoped that the petitioners, Who had difcovered 
fo much laudable zeal. in: this bufinefs, would not 
{top thort, but apply to the Legiflarure, from whom 
alone, it appeared to his: Lotdthip, they could re- 
ceive redrefs. 

The Court were thus divided, three againff the 
jurisdiGion, and two for it, 

Their Lordthips fpoke with great ability and elo- 
quence. Seldom has more juftice been done toany 
caufe either by the bench or the bar, as all the gen-, 
tlemen who {poke upon the fubject, appeared to have , 
inveftigated it with a deepnefs and acutenefs of re- 
fearch, worthy of fo important a quettion.
